San Rafael, Mill Valley Cities 
May Seek Public Bomb Shelters 
City managers Ray Boege of San 
Rafael and Silas Richard- of Mill 
Valley this week will probably be 
looking around for suitable public 
bomb shelters as advised in Sacra­ 
mento last week when they attend­ 
ed an emergency conference on civil 
defense by the league of California 
cities. 
Whereas in the last war the vogue 
on the home front was victory gar­ 
dens, it now is a bomb shelter. This 
was one of the significant points 
brought out at the conference. 
Boege and Richards heard State 
Civil Defense Director Walter M. 
Robertson and his staff present 
these facts: 
An average bomb attack in* a tar­ 
get area will leave 40,000 people in 
need of medical care. 
California has only 40,000 persons 
trained in first aid now, and it 
needs at least 3500,000 to insure an 
adequate civil defense force. 


It may be some time before the 
federal government develops a 
standard warning system for air 
raids. Therefore, it is up to the 
local communities now to set up 
their own. 
. 
That the civil defense program is 
going to be expensive, is a virtual 
certainty. Governor Warren esti: 
mated that the state and local gov­ 
ernments, share will be around $210,- 
000,000. 
i 
And he said at a press conference 
that he is going to trim govern­ 
ment costs and skimp so that more 
funds for defense can be made 
available. 
The league, in closing its parley, 
adopted a resolution recommending 
tha- as a matter of policy, the state 
government bear the costs of match­ 
ing federal funds for civil defense. 
It also urged that the federal gov­ 
ernment formulate a manpower 
policy for civil defense to provide a 


.force adequate enough to defend 
the civilian population. 
Defense Chief Robertson himself 
urged all families to use up their 
Saturday and Sunday spare time 
making family bomb shelters. 
Nothing elaborate, he explained 
just something like a cyclone cellar. 
He acknowledged that there 
wasn't much help to be hoped for 
in case of a direct hit by an atom 
bomb. But, for persons on the per­ 
imeter of a burst, he said, safety 
from flying debris and from flash 
burns can be obtained in a bomb 
shelter. 
It may be many months before 
regulir community bomb shelters 
can be built, Robertson explained. 
He advised city officials, in the 
meantime, to look over and desig­ 
nate certain buildings in their areas 
as bomb shelters. 
He said he would like to see signs 
in cities reading: 
“This way to shelters.”

Truman Pledges 
'No Appeasement' 


WASHINGTON OP) — President 
Truman said today Russia’s leaders 
are out “to take over the world, step 
by step" 
warned: “We will 
fight, if fight we must, to keep our 
freedom and to prevent justice from 
being destroyed.” 
In a personally delivered “State of 
the Union" message to Congress, 
Truman said, too, the United States 
'is “willing, as we have always been, 
to negotiate honorable settlements 
with the Soviet Union." 
“But we will not engage in. ap­ 
peasement." 
DEFENSE OF POLICY 
Truman's 3,500-word message was 
first of all a defense of his foreign 
policy which is geared to the idea 
of building American and Western 
European strength to the point 
where Russia will respect it. 
It was second a general outline 
of what has been done so far in the 
way of military mobilization and a 
broad sketching of what is to come. 
"We are preparing for full-time 
mobilization, if that should become 
necessary," Truman said. 
As part of that preparation, the 
president said he wants changes in 
the draft law, higher taxes, greater 
wage-price controls powers, “im­ 
provement” of labor and farm laws, 
aid to education, and federal aid for' 
training medical men and women. 
GIVES NO DETAILS 
He gave no details on any of 
these. Precisely what he proposes 
will come out piece-meal later in 
special messages and through sub­ 
mission of specific legislative pro­ 
posals to the Congress. 
Truman omitted any specif ic men­ 
tion of many of the proposals he has 
called the “fa ir De&Y’—spch as civil I 
rights laws—which Congress in tB Stí 
past has refused to give him.

of a probable third world war." 
Big, broad - shouldered 
Warren, 
taking office again at 59, declared: 
“Ordinary prudence demands that 
we make civil defense our major ob­ 
jective—today, tomorrow and until 
the ‘all clear* signal comes . . 


NO EMERGENCY POWER 
The Republican chief executive 
asked no new emergency powers. 
Instead, he appealed to the law­ 
makers to get behind civil defense 
system they voted at the September 
special session, and to implement 
the program on four points. 
Warren, victor by 1,100,000 votes 
over New Deal Democrat James 
Roosevelt in the November election, 
greeted a legislature .with a wide Re­ 
publican majority in both Houses, 
although members rarely vote along 
party lines. Here's the makeup: 
Assembly, 47 Republicans, 33 Dem- 
ocrats. 
Senate, 28 Republicans, 12 Demo­ 
crats. 
Warren frankly jettisoned some of 
his more controversial recommenda­ 
tions of the past, such as bitterly- 
contested compulsory health insur­ 
ance, in .favor, he indicated, of har­ 
mony or econmy for defeifse. 
DEFEATED PROPOSALS 
But he urged anew other pro­ 
posals, on which he has met de­ 
feat before. These include: 
I1—Creation of a. commission on 
political and economic equality to 
combat racial discrimination, and 
2—Unemployment 
i n s u r a n c e 
coverage for farm workers, eligible 
under 
liberalized 
Federal 
Social 
Security provisions. 
The governor called for establish­ 
ment of a new state crime commis­ 
sion to carry on the work of the 
Qltf which went out of existence last 
June 30. And he advocated loop- 
hole-plugging tax legislation to take 
the profits out of gangsterism. 


PROPOSES THREE STUDIES 
Warren proposed studies by three 
other commissions—on streamlining 
state government; taxation (to see 


from November floods; and aug 
gested $10,000,000 to $12,000,000 in 
allocations to school districts with 
unusual growth. 


WAR-DEFEN SE PLANS 
In the war-defense field, Warren 
recommended that the legislature 
1—Establish a highway patrol re­ 
serve to help keep traffic moving 
in any emergency. 
2—Submit a new bond issue to 
the voters to extend farm and home 
purchase loans to veterans of Korea 
under the program covering fighting 
men of both world wars. 
3—Earmark the state’s $75,000,000 
“rainy day” funds for disaster re­ 
lief to provide ready money in case 
of an emergency. 
4—Continue 
state * support 
for 
child care centers—a $3,000,000 pro- 
ect during the past year. 
“I do not predict World War m ,” 
Warren said, "I hope and pray it 
will never come.” 


IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 
If the United States will marshall 
its full military and spiritual force 
and work together as a united 
people, he said— 
“Our nation will be so strong and 
will be able to give such leadership 
to the remainder of the friendly 
world that even power-mad, hate- 
consumed totaiitarians will have the 
caution not to precipitate the awful 
event. ** 
Striking out at those who, he said 
still believe <it can’t happen here, 
Warren called attention to warnings 
from federal authorities: 
“Any future war against America 
will start with a bolt out of the 
blue; that the attack will be di 
rected against civilians and our war 
production centers; and that it will 
be of such intensify as to make the 
blitzkreig seem a sham battle by 
comparison. 
“We have such production centers 
in California. They are among the 
most vital in ¿merica, and they will 
be greatly expanded in the months 
to come. They are prime targets, and 
we are the farthest western contl 
nental outpost of the nation . . .”

“Although the nature of this ses­ 
sion is such that I believe it would 
not be purposeful for me to resub­ 
mit the legislation I sponsored in 
former years,” he said. “I believe 
the legislature should give its at­ 
tention to the problem." 


COST $148,800,000 
The governor repeated that it will 
cost California $140,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000 for the three-year civil de­ 
fense program outlined in legisla­ 
tion passed by Congress last week 
How much of this is to be borne by 
the state and how much by the 
cities and counties must be de­ 
termined by the legislature, he said. 
He expressed belief it will be pos­ 
sible to finance operating expenses 
of the defense program within cur­ 
rent revenues. 
Warren will discuss his fiscal poli­ 
cies in his budget message which 
he will deliver probably next week. 
He has declared repeatedly he will 
submit a balanced budget requiring 
if the present tax division is fair), no new taxes. 
and planning for growth in a state 
which jumped 33 percent in popula­ 
tion during the past 10 years. 
He also recommended a state 
study of smog; renewed his request 
for $75 monthly aid to totally and 
permanently disabled persons; asked

LABOR, SOCIAL WELFARE 
The chief executive made these 
recommendations on labor relations 
and social welfare; 
1—That the legislature follow the 
policy throughout World War II of 
"not enacting legislation that would 
irritate labor-management relations"

“Now, more than ever, speed is 
the chief killer on the highways,” 
the patrol said. “It should be ob­ 
vious that the motorist can’t see as 
far or as well in rain or darkness 
—or both, and that he can’t stop as 
fast on a wet pavement.”

WASHINGTON. iff) — Economic | calktor agreement© cal! for pay in- 
stabilization administrator Alan 
Valentine said today “a big try” will 
be made “as soon as we can’’ to 
control skyrocketing meat prices. 
He hinted broadly that the effort 
might be accompanied by rationing 
and "probably subsidies.” 
'The real fact is we don’t know 
to what extent meat prices can be 
controlled, but as soon as we can 
well make a try at it, and it will 
be a big try,” Valentine said. 
This statement, made in an in­ 
terview with the weekly news mag­ 
azine "U. S. News and World Re­ 
port ” coincided significantly with 
a speedup in the agency's drive to 
build up a staff big enough for the 
gigantic job of controlling prices 
and wages. Valentine ordered! the 
recruiting setup. 
FOOD COSTS CITED 
In promising an attempt at con­ 
trolling meat prices, the FSA chief 
indicated that he considered food 
costs a major obstacle in the path 
of possible new wage controls. •

RING-AROUND-A-ROSY 
Valentine explained that a break 
in wage controls would result in 
rising production costs and these 
costs in turn would call for more 
price increases which would again 
require other wage Increases. "And 
then you get the same old ring- 
around-a-rosy all over again,” he 
said. 
Valentin© said it appeared that 
"to price-control some consumer 
goods you'd almost have to ration 
because that's the only way in which 
you could reduce the demands which 
would otherwise knock the ceiling 
off your controls.”

Asked if "the,tack 
any,control

he answered: 
"That’s the point. Not impossible, 
but difficult.” 
Valentine said he had not "come 
on a single man in the industry who 
feels that, without strict rationing 
and probable subsidies, meat prices 
can be controlled, really controlled.” 
And without such control, he said, 
the so-called escalator agreements 
in some labor contracts might tend 
to keep wages creeping higher.

In answer to another question, he 
said his agency has not ordered any 
ration books printed. 
NOT GOOD THING 
Valentine said he did not think a 
price-wage freeze "last month would 
have been a good thing to do” be­ 
cause he did not then have a staff 
set up to handle complaints. The 
result of this, he said would have 
been "a build-up of ill feeling and 
impairment of production, because 
we couldn’t cope with the situation.” 
But he added : 
I hope definitely we will be able 
to cope by mid-1951, if necessary. In 
fact, we will be ready to cope by the 
first of March, I think.” 
Asked if the present auto price 
roll-back which expires March 1 
didn’t require a wage policy by that 
date, he answered: "We may come 
up with one sooner than that.” But 
he added that having a policy as 
to what you would do in a given 
situation "does not mean you have 
to do it.” 
NEEDS MORE WORKERS 
Valentine said he was "far from 
sure . . . it would be wise to put in 
general price and wage control's 
now” because such controls might 
hurt production, and "the loss to 
production might more than offset 
the gain in control of inflation.” 
Valentine said ESA need, more 
full-time recruits at all levels to 
handle "not only the present job 
but the kind of job we envisage as 
a minimum, two or three months 
from now.” 
The new agency still has only 204 
permanent employes, although Its 
staff has been quadrupled since Dec.

NEW YORK (A*)—Francis Cardi­ 
nal Spellman yesterday summoned 
every Catholic in the nation to boy­ 
cott "The ‘Miracle” the newest 
controversial film offering from 
Roberto Rossellini. 
"It is a mockery of our faith,” the 
prelate said to the nation’s 26,000,000 
Catholics. "We believe in miracles. 
This picture ridicules that belief.” 
Cardinal Spellman, in a state­ 
ment read at all masses in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, said: 
‘Since the civil law sustains the 
showing of such a vile and harmful 
picture, we, as the guardians of the 
moral law, must summon all people' 
with a sense of decency to refrain 
from seeing It and supporting the 
venal purveyors of such pictures 
which are so harmful to morality 
and the public welfare.” 
The Mos£ Rev. Joseph F, Flan- 
nelly, Catholic Auxiliary Bishop of 
New York, said the statement was 
directed toward strengthening the 
state’s censorship laws. 
The movie had been passed by the 
motion picture division of the New 
York State Board of Education, but 
was banned several weeks ago by 
City License Commissioner Edward 
T. McCaffrey as "blasphemous.” 
Distributors of "The Miracle” last 
week‘won a court injunction re­ 
straining McCaffrey, and the film 
was restored to the program at the 
Paris theater here. 
At the injunction hearing, City 
Corporation Counsel John P. Mc­ 
Grath contended that a decision 
banning a picture may be appealed 
to the state board of regents, but 
that there Is no appeal when a pic­ 
ture is approved. 
A picket line of about 30 men, 
members of the Catholic War Vet­ 
erans and other Catholic organiza­ 
tions, marched in front of the Paris 
theater yesterday urging prospective 
patrons not to enter. 
They said they would maintain 
pickets as long a% the film is on 
displajh 
The Italian film, starring Anna 
Magnani, relates the story of an 
idiot Italian shepherdess who is 
seduced by a stranger she thinks is 
St. Joseph. She believes the birth of 
her child is miraculous. 
Cardinal Spellman said the film 
"should very properly be entitled 
‘Woman Further Defamed’—by Ro­ 
berto Rossellini” and added : 
‘This picture blasphemously and 
sacrilegeously implies a subversion 
of the very inspired word of God. 
Satan alone would dare such per­ 
version.”

UN Moves Info New Quarters 
UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (ff) — 
The United Nations moved officially 
into its $65,000,0000 Manhattan 
headquarters today, but the organ­ 
ization’s crowd-drawing activities 
still will take place at Lake Success. 
Meeting rooms for the Security 
Council, the Economic and Social 
Council and the six main commit­ 
tees are not yet finished. These 
bodies will continue to function in 
one wing of the Sperry Gyroscope 
plant at Lake Success, on Long Is­ 
land, 15 miles from the new buildd- 
ing.The presq and documents sections 
also will remain at the old building. 


Million Dollar Fire Hits Virginia Town 


Although a majority of the UN.’s 
3,300 employees have moved to half- 
furnished offices in the 39-story 
Manhattan building, the structure 
is still largely unfinished. Moving 
costs have already passed $300,000. 
Diplomats, workers and visitors 
enter over a 1,000-foot swaying 
wooden catwalk. Underneath is a 
250-car garage being built under the 
17-acre site which John D. Rocke­ 
feller, Jr., purchased for $8,500,000 
and deeded to the UJi. in 1946. 
The United States lent the U.N. 
the money to meet construction 
costs. Excavation started Sept. 14, 
1948, and the secretariat building be­ 
gan receiving Its first occupants In 
July, 1950. Four New York con­ 
struction firms cooperated. 


Hie site extends from East 42nd 
to 48th streets between First avenue 
and the East River drive. New York 
has so far spent more than $26,000,- 
000 to roof over the north-south ar­ 
teries and make other traffic and 
utility Improvements for the world 
organization. 
It intends to widen 47th street 
west to Lexington avenue, providing 
a monumental approach to the 
headquarters which city officials ex­ 
pect to become the number one tour­ 
ist attraction in this most-visited 
city in the United States, 
The main secretariat building is 
already well worth seeing. 
Designed by, an international 
group of architects headed by Wal­ 
lace K. Harrison, who did much of 
Rockefeller Center, the structure 
represents a radical departure from 
conventional construction. 


Its north and south walls an nar­ 
row, solid, wlndowless slabs mads 
of 2,000 tons ef grey and whits Vtr- 
mont marble. They are often lik­ 
ened by detractors to giant tomb­ 
stones and by admirers to nobis 
Monuments to peacs. 
The wide east and west walls an 
sheer glass—5,400 greenish, glan- 
proof, weatherized, aluminum-fram­ 
ed windows. 
Inside are 889,000 square feet— 
approximately 20 acres—of office 
space. Interior finishes an mostly 
green and gray marble, blue-gray 
slate, limestone and granite. 
Hie 18 passenger elevators, eight 
escalators and two stairways are 
banked in the center of the build­ 
ing, along with such other service 
units as heat and air-conditioning 
ducts. 


fore midnight, the surging flames 
made a spectacular comeback only 
a few minutes later to eat away at 
several structures which had escaped 
previous damage. 
Smoke and water damage was 
fairly heavy in a number of con­ 
cerns adjacent to the burned-out 
area, and the roofs of a paint supply 
establishment and a hardwood store 
were singed in the fire’s last stand. 
Hardest hit financially were two 
large furniture firms whose build­ 
ings were across an alley from the 
warehouse. The latter structure, a 
large frame building, housed a 
number of businesses and also serv­ 
ed as a storage space for hundreds 
of thousands of dollars worth of 
merchandise.

Congress Settles' 
The Problem Of 
Bombshelters 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (iP)-Congress seems to have 
settled the problem of bomb shelters without a 
major explosion. Very neatly done. 
It had to consider the bomb shelter business 
before it passed a bill last week to set up a 
national civil defense program. 
This much was clear all along: - 
The government was going to have to chip in 
money to help cities and states build shelters 
where needed. 
So, in the next three years, with the blessing 
of Congress, the government will have $1,125,- 
000,000 of this chip-in money to' spend on 
shelters. 
t 
(In turn, cities, and states will have to match 
with money of their own every cent they get 
from the government, penny for penny.) 
For exámple: If it’s agreed a certain shelter 
will cost $500,000, the government will put up 
$250,000 and a state $250,000. 
# 
SO FAR EVERYTHING seems just clear and 
simple. No trouble. No problem, really. But 
then the whole thing got mixed up with the 
traffic problem. 
A city with bad traffic jams could relieve itself 
quite a bit if it built a huge parking garage. 
But how nice it would be, in more ways than 
one, if a city could build a combination shelter- 
garage. You can see why: 
Long after the emergency passed, if it passed, 
the city still could use the garage for parking. 
More than that. 
In time the garage would pay for itself since 
every motorist who parked there would have to 
pay a fee. 
* 
Such a garage would be a self-liquidating 
project, as businessmen say. 
But you can see how doubly nice it would 
be if the federal government chipped in to help 
a city build a combination shelter-garage, thus 
relieving a traffic problem and a shelter problem. 
But Congress hemmed-and-hawed over the 
idea of letting a city have government money to 
build itself a self-liquidating project. 
So, to be sure on this point, Congress wrote 
into the law a flat warning that none of the 
money could be used for self-liquidating projects. 
Still, strangely enough, cities will be able to 
get some of the federal money to turn garages 
into bomb shelters. 
Seem like a contradiction? Well, try it another 
way:

Danger Of Ruptured 
Ulcer In Stomach, 
First Part Of Bowel 


The danger of rupture is one 
of the serious hazards of ulcer of 
the stomach and first part of the 
bowel. Much could be done to 
prevent such accidents, if only 
they could be predicted. Un­ 
fortunately, search for clues as 
to the factors which bring them 
on have done little except to show 
what we already knew —ithat 
breaking through of the stomach 
or bowel wall tends to come sud­ 
denly and without advance warn­ 
ing.Even so, certain facts do stand 
out. It is interesting to note, for 
instance, that rupture of an ulcer 
in one group studied occurred 15 
times more often in men than in 
women. Then, too, so far as the 
sexes are concerned, the location 
of the ulcer seems to have a 
bearing on whether rupture is to 
be expected or not. In men, an 
ulcer of the intestine is four times 
as likely to rupture as is ulcer of 
the stomach. In women the reverse 
is true, ulcers of the stomach 
rupturing twice as often as bowel 
ulcers. 
PHYSICAL STRAIN 
On the other hand, there Is no 
apparent connection between rup­ 
ture of an ulcer and mental or 
physical strain, though both of 
the conditions are regarded as 
having a great- deal to do with 
producing it in the first place. 
Breaking through of the ulcer 
occurs rarely in persons under 20’ 
years of age. After that time, the 
average age in men is about 45 
years, and in women about 49. 
The longer an ulcer has been 
present, the greater the chance 


that it will rupture. In most cases 
of gastric ulcers, the symptoms 
are present for at least a year 
before any rupture is likely. Oc­ 
casionally, ulcers have been pres­ 
ent for as long as 30 or 40 years 
before perforation. 
Before an ulcer breaks, the 
usual ulcer symptoms may be pres­ 
ent, consisting of attacks of pain 
in the abdomen, occurring about 
three hours after meals. These 
pains are usually relieved by tak­ 
ing some alkaline substance or 
food, such as milk. However, in 
a great number of cases, no symp­ 
toms whatever are felt before the 
rupture takes place. 
SMOKED EXCESSIVELY 
In a group studied, It was found 
that •. about % of the patients 
smoked excessively and some also 
drank heavily. It is interesting to 
note that most of the ruptures 
occurred from November to Jan­ 
uary, Inclusive. From August 
through October, ruptures occur­ 
red only about half as often as 
during the winter months. Rup­ 
tures also occur most often in the 
afternoon and evening. 
Of course, when a person has 
symptoms of ulcer of the stomach 
or bowel, immediate study by the 
physician, including X-ray ex­ 
amination, is advisable. If the 
condition is found, treatment 
should be started at once. If treat­ 
ment does not bring relief, oper­ 
ative measures may be necessary.

Is Push Button War 
Only Answer To 
. Far Eastern Hordes?

A push button mechanical war 
may be the only answer the West 
can make against an attack of 
eastern hordes led by Russia. 
Borne military men study*-* the 
Korean campaign are beginning 
to doubt that the United States 
and its allies can defend them­ 
selves by ordinary means of war­ 
fare.The picture of masses of Chinese 
*~.¿npower without artillery and 
air support overrunning fully 
armed and mechanized United 
Nations forces has made a deep 
impression. 
It Is nothing new to the Oer- 
man soldiers who fought in Rus­ 
sia. — ir com^’-'^t al—— was: 
“We killed four and five to one 
but they just kept coming on and 


itself in its army schools admits 
the Russians still pack more fire- 
. power per man. 
Army brochures on the Soviet 
Army say that although a Russian 
division contains only 09 per cent 
as many men as the XJM. infantry 
division, It has 75 per cent of the 
shock power of Its American coun­ 
terpart. This is done by employing 
a large number of automatic weap­ 
ons and cutting down on the num­ 
ber of service troops needed to 
support the division. 
Increased fire power with pres­ 
ent weapons Is now bought dearly 
at heavy cost. Ratio of manpower 
is staggering when viewed from a 
point of view of land warfare. 
Russia with her satellites has a 
manpower pool of approximately 
728 million linked together in one 
land mass. For war purposes Rus­ 
sia has all internal lines of com­ 
munication and all land lines. 


Even if the United States with 
its allies have time and can arm 
western Europe, it can mobilize 
little more than half as large a 
manpower pool. 
The United States with Canada, 
Great Britain, Spain, Turkey, 
Portugal, Japan (now disarmed), 
F- ' ice, West Germany, Holland, 
Belgium, Denmark and Norway 
would have a pool of approxi­ 
mately 458 million, 
These nations -re linked by long 


TAKE SAN FRANCISCO as an example: 
That city won’t be able to go to the govern­ 
ment and say: “We want to build a combination 
shelter-garage that will cost $10,500,000. So you 
put up half and we’ll put up half." 
But San Francisco can put this proposition to 
the government: 
“We want to build a big garage that will cost 
$10,000,000. For another $500,000 we can fix 
it so that It will be a bomb shelter, too.” 
In a case like that, under the law, the gov­ 
ernment can give San Francisco $250,000—pro. 
vided the city puts up the other half of the 
$500,000. 
^Although the garage itself, if built by the city 
of San Francisco, might pay for itself in a few 
years through parking fees, the government 
wouldn’t have had a hand in building such a 
self-liquidating spot. 
Its help would have been limited to making 
the self-liquidating spot bomb-proof.

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heavily into available manpower 
'for communication forces. - 
If France, W- tern Germany, 
Holland, Belgium, Greece, Den­ 
mark and Norway fell to the Rus­ 
sians, 118 million people with a 
huge industrial capacity (unless 
destroyed) would fail to the East. 
This would further increase the 
manpower deficit. 
To summarize, Russia to start 
with has a manpower edge of al­ 
most two to one under the best 
possible conditions. Furthermore, 
out of every four men In uniform 
they put three into combat. This 
would mean western combat forcea 
in battle could expect to be out­ 
numbered three and probably four 
and fivq to one on an av*rage. 
Some military men feel this is 
too great a deficit to be made up 
by trying to increase the use and 
firepower of conventional weapons. 
Some feel the answer is a great 
effort to reach the push button 
type of warfare which scientists 
says is 10 to 20 years away.

DALLAS (/P) — Delegates to the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso­ 
ciation convention, headed by Prest 
dent Hugh Willett of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, streamed into Dallas today. 
A few came to town last night but 
none of the officials was on hand 
to comment on the first controver­ 
sial question to be projected—Ne­ 
groes in an NCAA meeting in Texas. 
Mack M. Greene, director of ath­ 
letics at Wilberforce State College 
of Ohio, accused the NCAA of racial 
discrimination by bringing the con­ 
vention to Dallas in the first place, 
He said in a letter to Kenneth L. 
(Tug) Wilson of Chicago, secretary- 
treasurer of the NCAA who arrives 
today, that he would not be in Dal­ 
las “to subject myself to the social 
indignities that Texas law declares 
I deserve because of my ancestry. 
Greene declared Willett had pre­ 
viously told him there would be 
free access to meeting rooms with 
out discrimination but that the dis­ 
crimination already had come*-the 
NCAA moved its convention Into an 
area “where the social patterns are 
openly and pointedly against part 
oi its membership, without giving 
the adversely affected members an 
opportunity in open meeting to ex­ 
press their approval or disapproval, 
He said some Negro members had 
been told they would have to ride 
freight elevators while others said 
they had been advised they would 
not be welcome at a coaches ban­ 
quet. 
First arrivals for the convention 
included Dean Stanley Freeborn 
and Athletic Director Brutus Ham­ 
ilton of the University of California, 
John Curley, athletic ‘director of 
Boston College, and Walter Byers of 
Chicago, NCAA publicity director.

ftobertsdh emphasised the im­ 
portance of a well 'organised civilian 
defense force by saying it could 
save as many Aft 850,000 lives in 
California in the event Of ah atomic 
attack. 
He said a proper program could 
reduce casualties by 70 per cent In 
lives—and the casualties from one 
atomic bomb could reach 100,000, he 
said. Nor will the enemy content 
himself With droppthg -óné bomb, 
the general said. Instead five or six 
will tali if there is an attack. 
But the general «aid he would t e t 
his hair down” And he did. The pic­ 
ture he presented was in many ways 
as he said a “dark one”. 
Robertson said that Californians 
may get little or no Warning 6f an 
impending atomic attack because 
present att raid warning systems 
were designed for air force opera* 
tions, not warning civilians. 
He said the federal government 
has plans to set up a nation-wide 
warning network. But, said Robert* 
son, “it Will be a year at least be­ 
fore it is in Operation”. 
Meantime ha admitted, the stata 
would have to get along as best it 
could with an “improvised system”. 
Even if the civilian population 
were warned, Robertson siid there 
weren’t many place* they could take 
ehAter. He said about the best 
thing they could do would be build 
cyclone-ceUir type shelter* in their 
backyards.

The weather—too warm and dry 
in the first half the season and too 
wet in the second half—“killed off” 
the season in a way that will put 
gunners “in mourning" the rest of 
the winter. Some hunters say the 
season never began as far as results 
were concerned. 
It was downright miserable for 
many. It was the lowest kill in the 
history of the Pacific Flyway. 
When the first half of the season 
opened in October the weather was 
so warm and dry, the birds refused 
to come south from their breeding 
ground*. Hunters could only bask 
in the warm sun and hope for 
Storm that would drive the birds 
down to them. 
Gunners sat patiently by thinking 
that If the first half the split sea­ 
son waft too ffiild that ‘t would at 
least have the effect of producing 
a bumper crop during the sécond 
half. 
But when the storms came they 
thundered down in abundance, and 
it didn't help the hunters. 
First 
there was a big Windstorm. That 
kept the birds In the air and many 
bypassed favorite water holes and 
continued south past the hunters 
in a marathon Right. Then came 
the rain* and floods. 
With water Covering the ground 
in most of northern and central 
California the birds scattered too 
thin to provide good ’muting. Wa­ 
tering places were a dime a dozen 
and the ever smart birds steered 
clear of hunting grounds. 
For example huge Docks, congre­ 
gated on the Southern end of the 
Yolo bypass. There was water, and 
wheá the Water went down there 
was rice and com fttubbll. They fed 
out of range of the hintrods guns. 
Not all is black, however, Hunters 
are taking noté of several happy 
items. 
First of ill, if hunting waft bad 
this year, It must certainly be good 
next year. That tft# If only a few 
birds were killed this season there 
must be more on hand who eventu­ 
ally win get back to breeding 
grounds in the north. Result — a 
godd crop of quáckérs next year, 
second, california sportsmen hope 
the prospect of A bumper crop will 
force federal officials into allowing 
an increased daily limit. 
This is an old battle. The federal 
officials usually say the duck census 
ii not high enough to allow umit in­ 
crease* in the Flyway. Sportsmen 
groups now hope to brush aside this 
argument. 
Third, the season showed big ad­ 
vances in state managed 
public 
grounds. Emergency openings were 
made at Griitiy island and Colusa 
National Refuge. Only the weather 
stopped these from being a success. 
NO blinds Or trnks ware prepared 
at either spot and hence no fee was 
charged for public shooting. 
Although the state Fish and 
Game Commission plans to build 
the blinds, many hunters prefer to 
throw up their own preparations 
and then dodge a five-dollar hunt­ 
ing fee. 
That may be one of the decisions 
the commission makes when it sets 
new regulations for next season at 
a meeting in San Francisco later 
this month. 
The commission met In Los Ange­ 
les Saturday and listened to request 
by Individuals 
and 
by Organized 
group* of hunters. 
A general discussion on reorgan li­ 
gation of the fttr** Division of Hsh 
and Game was made. It la gener­ 
ally understood that outdoorsmen 
are expecting the state legislature 
in Sacramento to make some big 
changes at the regular session which 
opens Monday. 
Fishermen — particularly t h o s e 
from Ban Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys — want legislation to keep 
commercial striped bass fishing nets 
further downstream near the salt 
water regions. This, too, 1* an old 
right.
